he Administrative Staff 

developed new goals for 
the 1984-’85 school year. New 
goals in academics, the instruc- 
tional program, the appearance 
of the school, and the im- 
plementation of old and new 


programs designed to help 
students socially and 
academically. 


One large step for the ad- 
ministrators was to increase 
the time and effort devoted to 
the instructional program. 
Communication and _ unity 
were improved within the en- 
tire teaching and ad- 
ministrative staff. Also, the 
principals wanted to provide 
more opportunity for the 
members of the staff and in- 
structional council to submit 
suggestions for areas that 
needed supervisory attention. 

One of the most important 
events of the year was the 


audit, a five year review of in- 
structional programs and ad- 
ministrative functions. The 
results of the audit showed 
Lake Braddock a_ superior 
school. : 

Addressing the academic 
needs of minority students at 
Lake Braddock proved to be 
another area of special impor- 
tance to the Administrative 
Staff. First, statistical data was 
gathered for minority students 
in all grade levels on the scores 
for SRA, SAT and PSAT tests. 
Having gathered the informa- 
tion, new programs were 
formed to help with leadership, 
self-esteem and emotional 
development, self-evaluation, 
career education for the 21st 
century and models of 
teaching. 

Continued work on _ the 
general appearance of the 
school was another important 


factor in improving the school 
as a whole. The main focal 
points included keeping the 
halls, instructional areas and 
entrances clean. To keep these 
areas clean, food and drink 
were restricted to the cafeteria. 
Also, an “advertising” cam- 
paign was started to make 
students aware of the problem. 
“Dust Busters,” a task force 
formed from the Human Rela- 
tions and Interact Clubs, 
helped tackle the school and 
cafeteria’s litter problem, and 
also kept the bear painted. 

The administrative and 
teaching staff and students all 
worked together to accomplish 
new goals and make 1984-’85 at 
Lake Braddock the best year.

Trailing To Success

hanks to the advancements 
TT made in medical science, 
many lives have been saved. The 
medical cases of Barney Clarke and 
Willian Schreoder proved this to be 
true. 

On November 25, 1984, in the se- 
cond operation of its kind, Dr. 
William DeVries performed surgery 
on William Schroeder, replacing his 
failing heart with an artificial heart. 
Fifty-two year old Schreoder’s new 
heart was connected to a pump out- 
side his body. 

Earlier, in 1982, Dr. DeVries per- 
formed a similar transplant on the 
ailing sixty-one year old Barney 
Clarke. Eventhough roughly 800 
transplants have been made all over 
the world, Barney Clarke became 
the first person to receive a new 
heart, living for 112 days after the 
operation. 

Heart disease has been the 
number one killer in the world for 
many years. Thanks to dedicated 
men and the inventor of the artificial 
heart, Dr. Robert Jarvik, scientific 
advancement reduced deaths at- 
tributed to heart disease. 


Election ‘84 


anuary 29, 1984 marked the 

beginning of the 1984 election 
year with President Ronald 
Reagan's announcement to run for 
reelection on the Republican party 
ticket. Up against such democratic 
opponents as Walter Mondale and 
Gary Hart, the road through the 
primaries was a long one. As the 
primaries progressed, Gary Hart 
dropped from the race as well as in- 
dependent Jesse Jackson, the first 
black candidate to run in a presiden- 
tial election. 

The democratic convention's final 
nomination of Walter Mondale as 
the democratic candidate for presi- 
dent brought another first in the 
history of America’s elections. 
Walter Mondale announced 
Geraldine Ferraro, the first woman 
Vice-Presidential candidate, as his 
running mate. Heated debates 
followed between Presidential can- 
didates Mondale and Reagan and 
also between Vice-Presidential can- 
didates Ferraro and Bush, Reagan's 
running mate. 

Finally after months of campaign- 
ing, traveling and debates, Presi- 
dent Reagan was elected the victor 
in November, 1984 with 59 percent 
of the popular vote to Mondale’s 41 
percent and 525 electoral votes to 
Mondale’s 13 electoral votes. On 
January 20th, 1984 Reagan was in- 
augurated for a second term as 
President of the United States. 


Catching Up 


Cyanide Deaths 


utting aside the terror of the 

previous night, the 672,000 
citizens of Bhopal, India, started 
over. While removing their dead 
and helping the sick, they wondered 
what was coming next. 

Just after midnight on December 
3rd, 1984 methy] isocyante, a deadly 
gas, began to leak from a valve at 
the nearby Union Carbide pesticide 
plant. The plant, located on the out- 
skirts of Bhopal, provided thousands 
of workers with jobs and food. The 
dense gas, carried by the cool night 
air, floated towards Bhopal. 

As the gas passed over the 
shanty-towns, hundreds were killed 
in their sleep. Others awoke, and 
panicking, they ran toward the city 
and away from the danger. As the 
town awoke, the streets filled and 
many people were trampled in their 
attempts to flee. 


Bee’ 


In less than a week, more than 
2,500 people were dead from 
heart attacks, internal bleeding, 
and fluid in the lungs (the 
equivalent of drowning), all caus- 
ed by the gas. One-thousand 
more were expected to die, and 
150,000 more were still undergo- 
ing treatment for minor injuries. 

The Indian government came 
down hard on those responsible. 
The government offered aid to 
families and helped their people 
pick up the pieces and begin 
again. 


Olympic Gold 


merica bubbled with ex- 

citement on July 28 as the 
1984 Summer Olympics officially. 
opened in Los Angeles, Califor- 
nia. Weeks before the opening 
ceremonies the traditional Olym- 
pic flame began in New York as 
athletic celebrities, their 
relatives, and volunteers carried 
the flame in cross country Olym- 
pic marathon ending at the open- 
ing ceremonies in the Los 
Angeles Olympic Games. 

Though 8,000 athletes of 139 
nations were present at the 
Games, many thousand did not 
attend due to the boycott by the 
Soviet Union and its 16 allies. 
President Reagan said that he 
believed the Soviet refusal to at- 
tend the Olympics was in retalia- 
tion for the U.S. boycott of the 
1980 Moscow Olympics. 

Despite the Soviet boycott, 
the USA dominated the Olym- 
pics in many areas such as swim- 
ming, diving, gymnastics and 
track. A few American gold 
medal winners included Greg 
Louganis in diving, Mary Lou 
Retton in gymnastics, and Carl 
Lewis in track. In the end, the 
United States totalled the 


highest number of gold, silver 


and bronze medals won. The 
Olympics generated 150 million 
dollar surplus which the Los 
Angeles Olympic Committee 
anounced would be used to aid 
amateur sports. All in all, the 
Olympics proved an athletic and 
financial success for the United 
States. 


Baby Fae 


octors at the Loma Linda 

University Medical 
Center in Southern California 
anxiously awaited the outcome of 
a unique operation on October 
26, 1984. The patient, known only 
as Baby Fae received a baboon 
heart in place of her own defec- 
tive heart. The five pound, 
2-week old baby suffered from a 
rare disease striking one in 
12,000 infants in which only one 
half of the heart develops. 

The transplant went down in 
medical history as the first time 
a baby has ever received a ba- 
boon heart, though four previous 
operations of this kind had been 
performed, all unsuccessfully. 
Baby Fae’s surgeon, Dr. Leonard 
Bailey, had studied animal-to- 
human transplants for many 
years. He used his expertise in 
this field to implant a baboon 
heart into Baby Fae. 

Challenging the morality of 
the implant, members of People 
for the Ethical Treatment of 
Animals picketed the hospital, 
arguing that such practice was 
“bad science” and a “needless 
prolonging of Baby Fae’s death.” 
Remarkably, Baby Fae survived 
for 20 days at the Center until 
her body finally rejected the ba- 
boon heart. She died on 
November 15, 1984, going down 
in medical history as the first in- 
fant to receive a baboon heart 
and also the longest living reci- 
pient of such a transplant. 


In the News 


Ricky Bell, an All-American running 
back for USC in ‘75-76 and pro 
player for Tampa Bay and San Diego 
in '76-'82 died at age twenty-nine of a 
rare muscle disease on November 
29, 1984. 


Twenty-six year old Jon-Erik Hex- 
um, star of t.v. series Cover Up ac- 
cidentally shot himself in the head 
with a blank pistol on his set in Los 
Angeles, October 18, 1984. 


The Detroit Tigers defeated the San 
Diego Padres in the 1984 World 
Series 4 games to 1. Detroit 
manager Sparky Anderson became 
the first to win baseball champion- 
ships in each league. 


A gunman entered a McDonald's 
restaurant in San Ysidro, California 
on July 18, 1984, killing 21 people 
and wounding 19 others. Police end- 
ed the worst massacre by one per- 
son in a 24 hour period in U.S. 
history by killing the gunman. 


Rioting in New Delhi, India resulted 
in the deaths of 1,100 people after 
Prime Minister Indira Ghandi was 
gunned down by two Sikh members 
of her personal bodyguard on Oc- 
‘ober 31, 1984. 


A second son, Prince Henry was 
born to Prince Charles and Princess 
Diana of Whales on September 15, 
11984. Prince Henry is now third in 
line for the British throne. 


The third space shuttle, the 
Discovery, launched a_ successful 
voyage on August 30, 1984 with a 
six-person crew including the se- 
cond woman astronaut to fly in 
space. 


On November 2, 1984 Margie Bar- 
field was the first woman executed 
in the U.S. since 1962. She was con- 
victed of murder and died by lethal 
injection. 


First black Miss America, Vanessa 
Williams, was ordered to resign her 
title on July 20, 1984 due to reveal- 
ing photographs published in a na- 
tional magazine. 


On December 10, 1984 the first 
planet outside the solar system was 
discovered by astronomers to be or- 
biting a star about 21 light years 
from earth. 


Millions Starve 


any things have always been 
Vie for granted such as 
food, shelter, and clothing. Though 
we have considered these to be 
everyday items for years, other na- 
tions have had to do without an 
abundance of these basic needs. 

A terrible drought that hit Africa 
obliterated the nation’s crops and 
forced approximately 185 million 
people into starvation. The nations 
worst hit by the famine were 
Ethiopia, Mozambique, Angola, 
Chad, Mali, Sudan, Kenya, and Tan- 
zania. By December 1984, officials 
from national relief programs 
estimated that almost 300,000 peo- 
ple had died in Ethiopia and 100,000 
more in Mozambique. 

Efforts were made by nations 
from all over the world to help those 
starving in Africa. UNICEF and the 
“Save the Children” relief group 
along with AID, pitched in to help 
when pictures of starving children 
were broadcast by reporters world- 
wide. 

A civil war in Northern Ethiopia 
did not aid matters when combined 
with quarrels between Soviet and 
United States governments as well 
as the fact that Ethiopia’s govern- 
ment was a marxist regime. 

The United States pledged more 
and more aid which helped save 
many lives, although thousands of 
innocent people were already lost. 
Large amounts of caring viewers 
called relief groups and pledged 
money for aid. The famine and star- 
vation in Africa were not to be 
forgotten.

Completing all technical work in Dallas, Texas, 
Taylor Publishing Company published the 1985 
Lair and printed 3,100 copies in Paoli, Pennsylva- 
nia. Black and white photographs were printed on 
80 pound enamel paper and four-color pages were 
printed on 100 pound paper, manufactured by the 
West Virginia Paper Company. In the fall of 1984, 
the Lair staff decided on a purple 071 Fabrikoid 
cover with a cordova grain and applied gold foil. 
Lake Braddock’s school crest, embossed on the 
cover, was designed by a Taylor Publishing Com- 
pany artist and modeled after the official school 
crest. 

The 1985 Lair staff consisted of students in 
grades nine through twelve who served as editors 
and staff members. Staff members were responsi- 
ble for format, layout, design, copy, photographs 
and production of the yearbook. Type was set by 
staff members on an MDC word processing system 
for all paste up pages. The senior section (in four- 
color for the first time) and the underclass section 
as well as Faculty portraits were done on Quad- 
paks. Fifty students were guided, advised and 
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assisted by two hard working sponsors, who were 
responsible for coordinating senior and underclass 
pictures, sale and distribution of the yearbook, and 
final approval of all pages. 

Members of the ’85 Lair staff would like to thank 
all teachers, students and staff for their support, 
assistance and interviews. The staff is grateful for 
all help and time volunteer parents donated at 
various points throughout the year. A special 
thanks is extended to Bob Carson and Michael 
Carpenter for various sports team pictures.
